TO 

Re- enfranchise the Borough of Sligo. 

W HEREAS it is expedient to constitute the borough of Sligo a 
parliamentary borough : And -whereas it was enacted by the 
thirty-third and thirty-fourth Victoria, chapter thirty-eight, com- 
monly called the Sligo and Cashel Disfranchisement Act, that the 
5 borough of Sligo should no longer return a member to serve in 
Parliament : 

Be it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
10 authority of the same, as follows : 

1 . From and after the passing of this Act the thirty-third and 
thirty-fourth Victoria, chapter thirty-eight, shall he and is hereby 
repealed so far as it relates to the borough of Sligo. 

2. On the passing of this Act a register of voters for the borough 
15 of Sligo shall he formed, in the same manner as now by law a 
register of voters for a borough in Ireland is formed, in all respects 
as if previously to the passing of this Act the borough of Sligo had 
been a borough returning a member to serve in Parliament. 

3. On the passing of this Act the borough of Sligo shall be 
20 entitled to return one member to serve in Parliament. 

4. This Act may he cited as the Sligo Borough (Ireland) Act, 
1881. 
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
